If this movement was made by the pro-
fessional spoilsmen of the Democracy, no
one wonld wounder; but it comes from the
Pharisecs of the party, who openly thank God

AN FXPERIMENT IN LIFE INSURANCE,

Whether the business of Life Insurance has
entered upon a new stage of development may
depend on’ the result of the mportant step
just taken by the Mutual Life Insurance Com-
pany”’ of this city. It is desiruble that this
step sball be elearly understood, for there
aeems to be a little disposition 1 some gnar-
wirs to misconstrue it, We do not perceive
that it s a step of hostility to other well-
managed companies. 1t is an effort to make
wiser and safer use of a fund which the Mutual
Life and other sound companies have hitherto
held for the protection of the assured. It is
an experiment of which, while one company
aasumes whatever risk there may be, others
will by free to sharo the benefits, if it suceeeds,

The compauies have elaimed that, 1n justice
to their policy-holders, they cannot give back
the full cash value of his policy to any per-
son who wishes to retire from his contract of
insnrance. For, they have said, only those in
sound health wish to retire; those of impaired
health cling to their policies; and thus the
average vitality of those insured is lowered,
and the security of policy-holders dimiuished.
As just proteetion for them, a part of the es-
timated eash value has been retained, when
policies are surrendered. The “ vitality fund”
thus created onght to be applied only to the
purpose for which it exists, namely, the pro-
teetion of remaining poliey-holders against an
impairment of the average vituhity of mom-
bers throngh withdrawals of persons in sound
health, This fund 1s not so applied, it has
been strongly objected, when it is distributed
in increased dividends, There is injustice, it
is said, 1 toking from those who are unfor-
mnately unable to continue payments, only to
swell the dividends of otheis who have bettor
fortune, To meet these objections, the
compiny  should hold back from the value
of a surrendered policy only enough to secure
a sound new life in place of each sound life
rotiring, and  should apply that sum
sacredly to this end. If the sum is given in
increased preminms to agents, the soundness of
the company is not necessarily maintained,nor
the security of its members inereased. If in-
vested, so that the surplus swells, this fund
in

even be destroyed, by the reduced  vitality of
ita membership.

Henee it is now proposed to apply this “ vi-
“tality fund " directly to seeure new sound
lives in place of sound lives retiring, If this
can be effected, the condition of the company
must be better, and the security of ita mem-
bers greater, than if the same sum were in-
veatad ns assets, At thg same time, the part
held back from the eash values of policies
surrendered will not be taken fiom the unfor-
tunate to swell the dividends of the for-
tunate, but will be strictly employed to main-
tain that average vitality which is threatoned
by withdrawal of sound lives. Instead of pay-
ing out this fund to agents, it is proposed to
give from it direetly to those who may enter
the company, and add their sound lives to
maintain its standard of vitality, To them,
virtually be
lessoned, oand at the expense, not of
present members of the company, but of those
who fail to keep up their contract of iusur-
apee, In effect, the retiring member will pay
to the new member enongh to seeure him as
a substitute, and thus to maintain ummpaired
the proportion of sound Lives in the member
ship. The payment of the bounty for new
business, not to agents, but to the new mwem-
bers themselves, is the essential feature of the
plan adopted by the Mutual Life, which offers
to return to new members for the first two
years 30 per eent of the amount of their pro-
mmms. In effect, of a yearly premiom o
100, the new member is to pay far two years
only 70 each year, and a retiring member
pays the remaining $30 to secure his substi-
tute, in order that other old members may
not suffer by his withdrawal.

This new application of old and well-estab-
lished principles will be watched with intorest
hy the pnblie. Being tried by one of the old-
est and strongest life insorance companies, 1t
may more justly be regarded as an effort to
place this important business on a sounder
hasis than as an act of rivalry or hostility, be-
canse any other company, when satislied as
to the sonndueas of the plan, can adopt it
Whoether it will succeed, of course remains to
be seen, but the Mutual Life is able to give
it & thorough trial, and it doubtless bas not
been undertaken by the managers of that con

servative  institution  without  full  con
sideration. In 1873, when that com-
peny was led by its  experience of

thirty years to the bolief that the premiums
usually eharged are higher than are necessary
for safety, it proposed to reduce the rates ma-
torially, DBut many ‘of its members objected,
fearing that the sccurity of their own insar-
ance would be impaired.  The new plan is
not open to the same objection, becanse the
same rate paid by present members s to be

charged on new policies, and the entire rédue-
tion for two years is to be taken from the
fund provided by retiving members. Obyionsly,
the secarity of present members will be greatly
promoted if the standard of vitality can thus
be restored and maintained wholly at the cost
of those who retire. If, without exhausting
the special Tund held for that purpose, the
company can restore the full member:hip and
proportion of sound lives which it had before
the panic and the long period of depression,
it will wehieve a brilliant sneecss which her
somnd  compunies will probably not be slow to
tollow.

TENNESSEE,

The paper upon Tennvssee as a home for
the unemployed workingman, which we
printed on Baturday, closes the series of
articies which we have offered upon this sub-
jeet. "Uhey have been written to meet the emer-
geneies of a certain cluss and of the present
time, For that renson wo have attempted in
them ouly the statement of the advantages,
resonrecs and drawbicks which the emigrant
will find in the upper Southern States. We
have conflued ourselves to these limits for
obyions reasons. There is a steady stream of
emigration the year round to the West. With
the claims of that seetion every man is familiar;
the climate, goils, mode of farming and habits
of the Gulf States are too dissimilar to our
own to make them a pleasant or profitable
field in which the poor man ean invest his
ole capital of labor. Capitalists [rom the
North, taking with them ekilled mechanics
into Georgia and South Carcling, have done
well, and 80 have the men whom they
employed, But the poor man going alone
into the far South, ignorant of the peculian-
ties of the soil and of the people, will, in all
probability, be worsted by them and find his ex-
petiment a failure, The belt of States compris-
ing Maryland, the Virginas, North Carolina,
Kentucky and Tennessee, yield crops very
nearly the same as those which he has known
at home in this State, or Pennsylvania; the
climate, owing to the general altitude, differs
very little from that to which he 15 accust omed,
and that little is a gain; the people, after all
that be has heard of the difference of insti-
tutions, political belief, or the bloody war
which grew out of them, he finds Lo be much
the sawe as those among whom he wus born,
They are more friendly, perhaps, in manner,
more irritable and more sluggish, On the whole,
the danger will be, not that he will quarrel
with their character or customs, but that he
will too readily fall into them, and join the
casygoing needy army of lazy farmers who
have cursed the fair lands of the South too
long 3 so lone, indeed, that the inexhansible
resonrees of these great Stutes are a8 yeb
seareely touched,

It is impossible for ns to exageerate the
extent of these resources. There are millions
of acres of timber-land there just next door
to us, almost unbroken by the axe of the
woodsman, The sacenlent, indigenous grasses
of the Blue Ridge and the Unakas would sup-
ply pasturage for eattle to feed the whole
United States, Virginia in her land, West
Virginia  in her ecoal, iron and  oil,
North Carolina in her minerals, Kentucky
as o fleld  for stock-raising, possess  nat-
ural  wealth  unsarpassed by any  other
Statea, Yot the people of these States
are, us a rule, poor, not so much from lack of
money as of encrzy, It is, we repeat again,
enerietic workingowen, slilled mechanies and
farmers, who will put their own hands to the
plongh, thatare needed. No man, whether he
buys one acre or a thousand, will suceeed in
these States who trosts to cheap laborers to
work his land for him, Farming is the busi-
pess which least of all can be done by proxy.
Especially is this the case in Teunessee, whers
the lund is being divided and sold in small
farms, each of which must yield & wuoltifari-
ons crop, and  requires to be  managed
according to the [full measure of the owner's
wisdom, and not by the laborer's skill in
shirking work. In no State will the emigrant
recerve n more cordial welcome than in Ten-
nessee, Her peopls have ronsed to the ne-
cessity of developing not ouly her mineral
resourees but the capabilities of her soil, and
have shrewdness enough to see that this will
best be done not hy capitalists who hold largo
ualf-tilled furms, but by patient individual
offort, Oune of the most suceessful sheep-
hushandmen in the State began in 18684 with
a capital of $100 and only a very alight knowl-
edge of the business, Common sense, keen ob-
servation, and personal attention to overy part
of the work did the rest; and these qualities
will commupnd suceess for any emigrant, how-
ever poor he may be in money or book learn-
ing. The settler in Tennesseo should remem-
ber, bowever, that the fertility of the soll,
the chespness of fuel, every ndvantage, in
fuet, which makea his material condition easy,
is 80 much of a drawback if it makes him
coutent to sit down sluggish and satistied
with being clothed and fed. It is this satis-
faction with his physical condition which has
kept the small farmer of East Tennessce and
Western North Caroling a hundred years be-
hind the vest of the country in many matters
of lugher import. It remaina to et
whother the colonies already formed in these
sections will act 28 leaven, or sink down aod
be lost in the torpid mass,

Wo have teason to hope that the interest
which Tur Triuxe has excited among its
readers in the dircetion of the unemployed
lubor of the North to the choap uncleared
lands of thesa older States has served a good
purpose, Our efforts to give plain and ac-
curate information to emigrants have been
promptly and earnestly seconded by the Gov-
ernors and Commissioners of Agriculture of
these States. The numes of disinterested re-
sponsible gentlemen in different sections, able
and willing to give advice and aid to the emi-
grant, were officially furnished to us for publi-
cation, and the result has been thousands
of applications to them from men out
of employment, eager to begin life afresh in
this new field where work was waiting which
woild* keep them, their wives and children
from want, Colomes have been formed in the
Virginias aad North Carolina which are do-
ing well, and others are forming. There is
no reason why individuals or colonies should
not succeed in these ventures if they take
with them honesty, health, sobriety, a firm
determination to work, and as finn trust in
God, who has kept this pew Sworld for their
use,

We read of the domgs of Judge Lynch in his
sonthwostern cirgnit with a tolerablo dogres of
equanimity. It ianot mueh to us that a man ina
fur distant State 18 murdered by o mad and merci-
less crowd, Wao condemn the deed, but withont
wch indignation. It is another matter when the
many-headed judge sets vp n jarisdiction m our
own neighborbood, The case in Conuecticut 18 an
unpleasant one from every pomnt of view., The ne-
gro Frocman, who was nearly mardersd by the
mob in Ansonia, was omloubtedly guoilty of the
grosa und ernel ontrag® with which he was charged.
He had served a torm in the State Prison for a
similar offence, Ho 15 #9 animal who shoukl be
kept lockeid up for the rest of s life, Granting
thiy, wo have covesded no shadow of an exense for
the subssquent conduct of the populace. The

keeper of the lock-up waa knocked down, and the
keya were stolon from his pocket, The civilauthori-
ties were powerless, The nogro was dragged into the
street, a rope was put about his neck, and some
fifty men havine hold of it, be was dragged on his
elbows and knees through the mnddy gnd filthy
atrests, The crowd following shouted, * Hang
bim! hang him!”  All this time he was beaten and
strack, the blood runuing off his face iu Atreams.
Hangod he undonbtedly wonld hnve been, if the eivil
ofticers had not, by a strong ctfore, pistols in hand,
resened the wrateh, [Tn a horrible condition he was
taken to New-Haven for salo-keeping, but there is
